Flexible Glass Is 


Given to Industry 


Amazing New Product Is 


as Elastic as Rubber— 


Does Not Crack 


PITTSBURGH, Pa.—Flexible «Uiss— 


panes of glass which tend and then 
bounce back—will bo among the mir- 
acles of science exhibited at thu an- 
nual meeting of the, American Asso- 
ciation for the Advancement.of Science 
which opens here December 27. 


A product of Pittsburgh industry, 


thus umiuing glass is the result of 
about seven years research by tin- 
American Window Glass Company at 
its laboratory at Jcanette, Pa., nnd 
owes its origin to a mistake made by 
n German chemist experimenting with 
synthetic rubber. Through his error 
the experimenter made a rubber-like 
colorless liquid which becomes fairly 
dry upon exposure to air, but nevei 
loses its elasticity. The idea for using 
(his substance for the adhesive layer 
in laminated glass was, however, orig- 
inated here and the experiments that 
followed have- produced a glass now 
ready for commercial use. 


In "tests the difference between this 


"glass that .stretches" and ordinary 
safety glass 
was demonstrated by 


dropping a two-pound steel ball and 
a 11-pound bag of shot on a pane 
placed in u frame. The ball dropped 
from four feet produced a noticeable 
dent which disappeared as soon as the 
weight was removed. The bag of shot 
produced a permanent "bulge." but 
the glass did not break as ordinary 
safety glass. 


The shot test was intended to show 


what would happen if your head 
struck u windshield in a hunt ciash. 


WASHINGTON. - (/P) — Secretary 


Wallace Friday set December 14 as 
the dale on which cotton fanners will 
vote on wh'elhcr they wish compul- 
sory control of cotton production un- 
der the Bankhead act to be continued 
next year. 


"Are you in favor of continuing the 


Bankhead act for next year?" is the 
question on which Southern farmers 
will vote yes or no. 


All eligible voters, defined in the 


Bankhead act as those "who have the 
legal or equitable right as owner, ten- 
ant, 
share cropper or otherwise to 


produce cotton," will be given an op- 
portunity between the hours of 9 n. 
m. and 5 p. m. on that date to regis- 
ter their reaction to the experiment in 
compulsory control. 


Under this plan each farmer was 


allotted a quota under the 10,460,000 
bale national total which he was al- 
lowed to grow tax free. All cotton 
produced in excess of this amount was 
subject to a tax of 50 per cent. 


Each voter wil be handed a state- 


ment from Secretary Wallace with his 
ballot. Wallace wil urge cotton farm- 
ers to "examine carefuly all the facts 
and reach a decision based upon con- 
sidered judgment as to whether the 
Bankhead act is needed to assure at- 
tainment of the objectives of the cot- 
ton adjustment program." 


"Yes" From Carolina 


COLUMBIA, C. C.- (/P) -A state 


convention' of South Carolina farmers 
declared Friday for retention of the 
Bankhead cotton control act and the 
voluntary acreage reduction program 
in modoficd form. 


The 101 delegates elected at county 


meetings a week ago adopted almost 
unanimously a resolution calling;for 
nine changes in the! Bankhead 'act, 
eight in the acreage agreements, and 
making eight general recommendations 
for better agriculture.

In submitting the referendum on the 


Bankhead Act to cotton producers, the 
Government will in no sense seek to 
impose its views upon farmers to in- 
fluence their decision, according to 
Secretary of Agriculture Henry A. 
Wallace, in a statement received by 
Frank R. Stanley, county agent. 


"It is my hope," he says, "that cot- 


ton producers will examine carefully 
all available facts on the cotton situa- 
tion and reach a decision based on 
considered judgment as to whether 
the Bankhead Act is needed to. assure 
the attainment of the objectives of 
the cotton adjustment program. 


"Cotton farmers must decide wheth-

lands coming into cotton production

submitting the referendum consists of 
providing cotton producers with the 
facts needed to guide them in reach- 
ing a decision and of providing the op- 
portunity for voting.

WASHING—A . new .federal bank- 


ing czar, ruling 90 per cent of the 
country's banks, will be set up with- 
in the next month, and Leo T. Crow- 
Icy of Wisconsin, now Federal De- 
posit Insurance Corporation chairman, 
will take over the post. 
' Elevation of Mr. Crowley will be 
arranged by having him assume the 
position of comptroller of the cur- 
rency as soon as it is vacated by J. 
F. T. O'Connor. At the same 
time, 


Crowley will keep his leadership of 
the FDIC, thus consolidating 14,000 
state and national banks under his 
supervision, broadest every enjoyed by 
any federal banking official. 


To get around a provision of law 


which prevents him from being both 
chairman of the FDIC and comptroll- 
er at the same time, Mr. Crowley will 
take a newly created title, that of 
"governor" of the FDIC. 
Some oth- 


er FDIC director will be made chair- 
man, 
but the real power will remain 


with Mr. Crowley.

banks in the country will come under 
Crowley's sway by the proposed ar- 
rangement.

Lawson C. Aday, coroner, what had

"1 bioiight ;'some quinine Monday," 


Jenkins said, ''and last night I thought 
I would take some and give some to 
the children whe were suffering from 
colds. I fixed up some capsules and 
gave some to the children and took 
one myself. A little later Sybil, the 
oldest girl, got sick. We called Dr. 
Strauss (Dr. A. W. Strauss, who has 
been attending members of the fam- 
ily) and we didn't know what had 
happened. We tried to tell him and 
Sybil died right soon." 


Dr. Strauss said that the girl was 


dying when he reached the house, and 
that her symptoms 
were' those of 


strychnine poisoning. He said he de- 
cided to rush the members of the, 
family who had taken the medicine to 
the hospital. Meanwhile, Sybil died.

There zjre, however, a considerable 


nujnber of mental or emotional twists 
or fears of various things which result 
eventually in speech difficulty. 


An attempt to change a naturally 


left-handed person to a right-handed 
one may be associated with a defect 
of stuttering. 


A*norig the most -common of speech 


difficulties 'are, 6f course, lisping and 
stuttering. Lisping is the condition 
usually called "baby talk." It rep- 
resents an inability to pronounce- let- 
ters 'or c'e;rtain combination of letters. 


This habit is sometimes developed 


by 'girls, fartJcfllarly, 'who think it is 
"cufe," 'but occaisonally it develops in 
men. due f6 'defective •per'ception of 
sounds when y'oung or to the pres- 
ence of anatomic abnormalities in the 
speech organs. 
Stuttering lias been described and 


discussed 'many times in these col- 
umns. In every case a study should 
be made to determine whether the 
stutterer is suffering from nervous ex- 
haustion and whether there is not 
in his mind some block which reflects 
itself In difficulty of speech. 


To 'aid the stutterer, all defects of 


his organs of speech that can be rem- 
edied should be 
properly 
treated. 


Parents and teachers should refrain 
from ridiculing children with speech 
defects, which may intensify the dif- 
ficulty. 
Much may be done by teaching a 


correct technic in the use of the voice, 
but of greatest importance is the de- 
velopment of confidence in the ability 
to speak easily. 


Any psychological difficulty in the 


social adjustments and relationships 
that can 'be found and corrected, in a 
considerable number of cases, will re- 
suit in great relief, if not complete

Adoption Is Noble Act 


But fo those Wh'6 hav'e.put the 'ques- 


tion up to me, I say this: 


Adopting a baby or little child, 1 


believe, entitles the army of fpsteV 
parents to first place in h'eaVen. It is 
:he rioblest act, the finest gesture of! 
which the human race is capable. 


The lOv'e of. such a 'child for its par- 


ents and their love for it is in ho way 
any different from that of 'the 'emo- 
tional relaionship existing between 
the natural child arid his parents. 


He grows up secure in that love, 


depends on it, lives in it, holds it 
deep in his being arid faces the world 
with it as his shield. 


Therefore, if the 'child is to be told, 


it seems that the time should be well 
chosen, so as not to come as a bolt 
from the blue, that finds him unpre- 
pared. 


Caution From Start 


If I saw trouble ahead by 'not fell- 


ing, 
and knew that the news Would 


come better from me than from some 
casual outsider, 1 should not let him 
become set in the idea that he, or she, 
were mine. From the very start lie 
would know and continue to know 
that I was his "auntie" or bis dear 
friend. 


In case I found myself involved (the 


child by circumstances and his slow- 
ly developing reason having come to 
believe he was my own), and I still 
thought it best to break the news at 
an early date, I would pray for guid- 
ance and try to choose for a mo- 
ment when, for Ihe time being, some 
other deep interest was holding him, 
and I myself was not too important 
in his emotions. Let us say perhaps, 
the joy of a new pet or a thrilling ad- 
venture. 


It is for each 'mother herself to de- 


cide. Probably no two cases of adop- 
tion are quite alike. The fear that 
'someone else will tell is well ground- 
ed. This leaves the three general ar- 
ternatives. I think, either to avoid let- 
ting the child believe he is ours from 
the first; or to choose the right hour, 
when the attendant sorrow or shock 
will be lessened by some other great 
happiness; or to wait until he is much 
older and his worldly interests will in 
part compensate for any 'emotional 
disturbance.

OTORISTS are now approach- 
ing the season of the year 


when it is advisable to change from 
a heavy to a light oil. This forces 
many of them to ask: "What dif- 
ference does it make what kind of 
oil I use? Oil is oil whether it's 
heavy or light." 


True enough, it is better to use 


too heavy or too light oil than to 
use no oil or to use an oil that has 
been diluted to a point beyond the 
safety margin. But, regardless, it is 
not good policy to use an oil of the 
wrong viscosity. 


A light oiirhas certain virtues. It 


flows more rapidly and becau.se i> 
is thin it will more readily penetrate 
into very small spaces or eleaiv.nces 
and will form a protective film if 
the operating temperature remains 
below a certain point. If the tem- 
perature passes that point the light 
oil will become so thin that it will 
not keep the surfaces of the moving 
parts sufficiently far apart to pre- 
vent the high spots from coming 
•into contact with one another. 


A heavy oil, reaching these parts, 


will not permit such friction. On the. 
other hand, a heavy oil is slower to 
flow, and it will not reach the mov- 
ing parts if the temperature drops 
below a certain point. 


What, then, ia the an.swcr? This 


problem has been solved for motor- 
ists in the research and experiment- 
al laboratories of American oil 
companies. These companies know 
just what type o£ oil every Ameri- 
can car should use, and they havo 
conducted studies io determine in 
what months and in what .secliw-; 
of the country a heavy or a light oil 
should be used. The results of tho.:c 
studies have been passed on to ser- 
vice stations in the form of recom- 
mendation 
charts. 
Consequently, 


when your service station salesman 
tells you that your car should use- 
such and such a consistency of oil 
he isn't just guessing. He's giving 
you the benefit of scientific labora- 
tory studies.
